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Key West.—The United States warships 
New York, Puritan and Cincinnati bem- 
barded the forta at Matanezas yesterday 
aiternoon. The engagement began at 12.45 
and closed at 1.15. There were no casual- 
ties on the United States side. Great 
damage is known to have been done 
Matanezas and it is believed that Joss of 
life also resulted from the shelling, but no 
definite results are known. The blockade 
still continues withort incident and last 
night passed without any incident occur: 
ring to change the position of affairs. This 
morning the torpecio boat Dupont arrived 
from Matanezas, reporting that there had 
been more firing there and that blockade 
was effectually established. The object of 
the bombardment by the American vessels 
was to prevent the completion of the earth- 
works which the Spainards were raising at 
Punta Gorda. The Spanish battery on the 
eastward arm of the bay, opened fire on the 
flag ship New York. and this battery was 
also shelled. The American fire was re- 
plied to and avout twenty eight-inch shells | 


were fired from the eastern forts, but all ' 


fell short without causing damage. About 
five or six shells were fired from a_ half 
completed battery on shore and two of 


these whizzed over the New York aud one 


fell short, 


After the bombardment ceased the 
Americans slowly steamed out of the bay 
for the open ses, one of their principal 
abjects, namely to discover the whereabout 
the Spanish batteries, having been accom- 
plished. 


In the neighborhood of three hundred 
shots were put™»n land from the three 
ships, atarange four thousand io seven 
thousand vards. 


Rear Admiral Ssmpson, when asked if he 
was satisfied with the result of the shelling, 
said: ‘* Yes, I ain expected to be.” 

The half completed Spanish earthworks 
and batteries were apparently all ploughed 
up bg shells and the guns effectively silenced. 


All of the ships engaged showed excellent | 
markmanship throughont the bombardment | 
and when they were firing at shertest range | 


nearly every sheli took effect. 

The forts which were bombarded were 
on low lying points and were considered 
merely as earthworks. They did not make 
good targets, yet when the big guns were 
fired at shortest; range portions of their 
works could be seen flying in the air at 
every shot 

The flagship returned to Havana and the 
Parifan and Cincinnatti were left on guard.

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Cc. P. R. GOVERNMENT. 
Orrawa, April 18, ’98. 
When the Kettle river bill first came 
up in the railway committee Mr. 
Maxwell, M. P., used the expression 


“our C. P. R. government.” It was 
a slip of the tongue and was greeted 
with ironical applause. But sub- 
sequent events in connection with 
this and other railwav matters have 
shown that the slip of the tongue 
stated an actual fact. If there was 
one principle held more strongly by 
the liberal party in the past than any 
other it was opposition to railway 
monopoly‘in the west. But the rew 
government had not been long in 
oftice when it became apparent that 
however great the desire to curb _rail- 
way monopoly might be there was a 
still greater or more immediate desire 
to detach the C. P. R. from its long 
standing allegiance to the conserva- 
tive party. This was shown by the 
continuation in the office of Canadian 
High Commissioner, of Sir Donald 
Smith, now Lord Strathcona; by the 
huge bonus to the fast Atlantic line ; 
by the Crow’s Nest pass subsidy, and 
in sundry other way3. But the effort 
to outbid the conservative party for 
the good willof the C. P. R. signally 
failed. That party, lead by Sir Chas. 
Tupper and Hon. Mr. Foster stood 
ready to endorse any scheme or 
expendit«re of whatever nature or 
amount provided it was for the ad- 
vantage of their pet company, directly 
or indirectly. Until the present ses- 
sion of parliament the C. P. R. had 
only asked for aid to their own 
schemes, or the refusal of aid to 
schemes which were not theirs. In 
the case of the Kettle river «bill they 
demanded. the refusal of permission 
to expend private funds and only 
private funds in railway extension 
that would necessarily resuit in pro- 


fitable mineral development. This 
was a step further tnan- the liberal 
government as a government could go. 
Not so the conservative opposition. 
The Kettle river railway bill was 
thrown out by a conservative party 


i by such liberals as could 
be won over by the persistent lobby 
of the C. P. R.; although a majority 
of the members of the government 
voted for the bill and only two voted 
against it. The result of this vote 
tu indicate that the govern_ 
ment is not master in its own house 
aud that it is possible for the C. P. R’

seems 


at any time by uniting the section of 
the liberal party under their influence 
with the conservative party to either 
defeat the government or force it to 
accept their dictation. The liberal 
papers of the east, including the 
Toronto Globe and the Montreal 
Herald, appreciate the gravity of the 
situation from a party point of view 


and are crying out against the in- 
fluence of the lobby in politics. 

The government has made one mis- 
take in supposing that by any reason- 
able concessions it could by satisfying 
the C. P. RB. ensure its political sup- 
port ; and it has made another in sup- 
posing that a policy of drift on such a 
pressing question as that of railway 
monopoly in Canada could last or be 
successful. The C. P. R. must be 
dealt with either as a master or as an 
opponent. No middle course will 
satisfy it. And if the government 
will not deal with the railway ques- 
tion it will eventually deal with the 
government. The people look to the 
liberal government to protect the 
public interests against railway—or 
any other—monopoly. If that pro- 
tection not eccorded one great 
reason, if not the greatest reason, for 
the existence of the liberal as opposed 
to the conservative government will 
have disappeared frum the minds of 
many of the electors.

The 
date of the election is to be fixed by 
proclamation of the governor-general- 
in-council and the machinery of the 
election act for general elections is to 
be used for this vote. 

Mr. McInerney protested against 
naming the new franchise act in the 
bill because it might not pass the 
senate. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier indignantly re- 
pudiated the idea that the senate will 
once more go against the wishes of the 
people. If they did it would throw 
this measure over another year until 
there could be a revision of present 
lists, which are four vears old. The 
bill was read a first time. 

The committee rose and reported 
progress on the franchise bill after Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier refused to adopt the 
suggestion that Indians should have 
votes as now, saying that that would 
be left to the provincial legislatures. 

The house adjourned shortly after 
midnight.

THE PREBISCITE. 
Ottawa, April 21, 98, 

The long expected and much dis- 
cussed plebiscite bill was introduced 
to-day by Hon. Sidney Fisher, minis- 
ter of agriculture, The question to 
be asked on the ballot paper is: 

“Are you in favor of the passing 
of an act prohibiting the importation, 
manufacture of spirits, wine, ale, beer, 
cider, and all other alcoholic liquors 
for uze as beverages.” 

At the right hand end of the ballot 
paper two blank columns are ruled off 
withi* ves” at the head of one and 
“no” at the head of the other. The 
voter will maik his bollot with a cross 
in the column marked “yes” or “no” 
as he is for or against prohibition. 
The date of voting will ke fixed by 
proclamation issued under order-1- 
council. ‘Che qualification of voters 
will be the same as in the case of 
elections to parliament, the lists will 
be made up under the new franchise 
act, and the election proceedings will 
follow as closely as possible the 
Dominion elections act. 

Hon. Mr. Foster asked if the inten- 
tion was to prohibit the importation, 
manufacture and sale—each and all— 
of liquor. 

Hon. Mr. Fisher replied that it was. 

Hon. Mr. Foster suggested that a 
clause should be added to the bill de- 
claring that if the vote for prohibition 
carried the government would at the 
following session introduce prohibitory 
legislation. 

Mr. McInerney pointed out that 
the bill stated that the vote would 
be taken under the franchise act of 
98, and that as yet there was no 
franchise act of 1898 and: might not 
be.
